GAZETTE RETURNS 


Excellent Service Flashed on an Eight- 


een. Foot Canvass Gave the 


First Election Messages. 


Upon an eighteen foot canvas on 


North Main street the Gazette last even- 
ing gave the results of the election till 
the early hours of the morning. A 
strong stereopticon machine threw the 
results from the .editorial rooms on the 
second floor of the Gazette building to 
the canvas which was stretched on the 
opposite side of the street on a wire 
placed between telephone poles. 


As fast as a message was received it 


was placed on glass slides, which were 
then inserted in the stereopticon ma- 
chine. 


As early as 7 o'clock in the evening 


crowds began to assemble on North 
Main street. At 9 o'clock fully a thou- 
sand people lined the street cheering 
,each return aa flashed on the canvas^ 
Pictures of President McKinley and W. 
J4 Bryan were displayed and loudly 
cheered by their respective. admirers, 
Moving pictures and a hundred stereop- 
ticon views helped to amuu* the crowd. 


The first message from Few York 


state was received by the Gazette and 
given to the public long iu advance of 
any other service in the city. The Ga- 
zette had made special arrangements 
with the Wisconsin Long Distance Tele- 
phone company, the Western Union, the 
Postal Telegraph and the Bock County 
Telephone company. As early as 7 
o'clock returns were received over the 
Wisconsin telephone lines and the West- 
ern Union. 
This service was perfect, 


and Manager Slater and Manager Car- 
penter handled every message in regular 
order and with lightning rapidity. 


The Gazette service was fully appreci- 


ated by the large throng irrespective of 
party, who gave frequent an 3 prolonged 
applause. 
The stereopticon machine 


worked perfect and was in charge of L. 
A. Williams of this city. 


Kindness on the part of Manager 


Slater of the Wisconsin Telephone com- 
pany resulted in placing the eighteen 
foot canvas in an excellent location, so 


The Bryan democracy of the state,
